CLARKE COLLEGE ACCEPTED BY THE SOUTERN ASSOCIATION 


NEW ORLEANS REVIVAL 

"New Orleans is one of the most sin- 
ful places in this world" was the con- 
clusion of some Clarke students who 
were in a revival in the French Quarter 
Mission over the Thanksgiving week 
end. 

The students making the trip were 
Lee Hudson, preacher, David Strebeck, 
song leader, Jean Evans and Betty Jo 
Flowers, who with Dale Thomas, a 
former student of Clarke now working 
in the mission, formed a girls trio. 
Carole Moore, from Perkinston Junior 
College was the pianist. 

The team held services on Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday nights and three 
services on Sunday. During the revival 
three professions of faith were made, 
one of which was a Catholic; one came 
by letter; and three on rededication.

Thursday, December 4, is adaywhich 
will long be remembered by the faculty 
and student body at Clarke Memorial 
College. The Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools, con- 
vening in Memphis, Tennessee, re- 
leased the news that Clarke had been 
approved for accreditation by this the 
highest accrediting agency in the South. 

When the college bell rang calling all 
to the auditorium, many thought that 
fire had broken out, but Dr. W. E. 
Greene, president of the college, and 
others who had learned the good news, 
dispelled their fears. In the meeting 
for the next hour, emotions were deeply 
moved and gratitude, as from one per- 
son, went up to God from the entire 
faculty and student body.

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RETROSPECT 

Now that 1952 is nearly over it is 
well to review some of Clarke's ac- 
complishments during the year. 

The removal of the library from the 
one room in the old classroom building 
to the second floor of the activities 
building was an advantageous move. 

Operation of the press was begun on 
a regular schedule. It has printed the 
Clarke Call, the school catalogue, 
stationery and forms for the school, 
booklets and commercial printing for 
the public. 

The wood work shop made the furni- 
ture for the girls' dormitory. It has 
done other work for the school and for 
the public. 

The Bible Conference in the Spring 
was a source of inspiration to faculty, 
students and visitors. The speakers 
were Doctor Hershel Ford, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of El Paso, 
Texas and Doctor William Coltman, 
pastor of the Highland Park Baptist 
Church of Detroit, Michigan. 

The first unit of the new dormitory 
for girls was completed and partially 
furnished. 

Another accomplishment is the head- 
way that has been made on the play- 
ground for students and faculty, includ- 


ing the beginning of work on the gymna- 
sium. 

Perhaps the greatest achievement of 
the year was the college's admission 
into the membership of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 

The Mission Emphasis Week was a 
fitting climax to the year's activities 
and achievements. The missionary 
activities of Southern Baptists were 
well represented during the week. 
Speakers were from Brazil, Nigeria, 
China and the western branch of Home 
Missions. In addition to the above 
fields, students spoke of their exper- 
ience in Japan, the Near East and 
Hawaii. 

The Vatican reported last week that 
it had recorded 1, 049, 999 conversions 
to Roman Catholicism in the United 
State s during the last ten years. (During 
the same period Southern Baptist re- 
ported 2,821,591 baptisms, and a net 
gain of 2, 135, 366 in member ship. ) They 
report 44,459 priests and 158 Bishops. 
A total of 5, 141, 251 children and young 
persons attend Catholic schools in the 
United States. 

Nearly two million persons partici- 
pated in public services across the na- 
tion celebrating the publication of the 
Revised Standard Version of the Bible. 
750, 000 of the 1 , 000, 000 copie s printed 
were sold in advance of the publication 
date.

SOME OBSERVATIONS 
ABOUT THE KINGDOM OF GOD 

(Cont. from the November issue. ) 

(2) When we inquire what Je sus Him- 
self meant by the Kingdom, we must 
keep in mind that He knew what impres- 
sion His words would make on the minds 
of His hearers; but I am convinced that 
He knew also a great deal about God’s 
eternal plans which his hearers did not, 
and could not at that time, conceive of. 
WhenHe said ’’the Kingdom of God is at 
hand” He surely was speaking of a con- 
dition of society which He knew would 
exist in the world from His time until 
the end of the age. On being asked by 
the Pharisees when the Kingdom of God 
should appear, He replied that ’’the 
Kingdomof God is among you," as much 
as to say that it had already appeared 
(Luke 17:21). On another occasion Je- 
sus said ”If I cast out demons by the 
Spirit of God (and surely the Spirit of 
God was the source of His power to 
cast out demons), then the Kingdom of 
God is comeunto you. ” The word trans- 
lated M is come” really means ”has 
slipped up upon you before you knew it. ” 
In the last two passages referred to, 
Jesus said that the Kingdom of God was 
already in operation in the world during 
His earthly life. We are constrained, 
therefore, to conclude that Jesus meant 
that the Kingdom, at least at this time, 
was and is composed of those who de- 
finitely yield allegiance to Him as King, 
those who strive to obey such commands 
as He sees fit to issue. Knowing as we 
do that He later died, and although He 
arose from the dead. He bodily depart- 
ed from the earth and has been bodily 
absent ever since, we know that he could 
not refer to an outwardly visible king- 
dom. On the day whenHe fir st definite- 
ly revealed to His disciples that He must 
later die at Jerusalem, He promised 
then that some of them would not taste 
death until they should see ”the King- 
dom of God come with power” (Mark 
9:1 and parallels). This certainly meant 
that there would be a powerful mani- 
festation and increase in the Kingdom 
of God during the earthly life of some

of the apostles. The fact is, all the 
apostles except Judas were alive and 
witnessed such a demonstration of 
power that set forth the Kingdom on the 
day of the next feast of Pentacost, just 
after Jesus departed bodily from the 
earth. We must judge, therefore, that 
in this passage Je sus meant by the King- 
dom of God, those people who were 
spiritually subject to Him as King. In 
this respect He prophe sied that the king- 
dom would increase like a mustard 
seed grown from something very tiny 
to something large. This is the King- 
dom of God in its spiritual manifesta- 
tion. In the teachings of Jesus we have 
counted thirteen times when the expres- 
sion ’’Kingdom of God" wasusedby Him 
in this sense andean not but understand 
in any other.

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THE BEING OF GOD 
Dr. E. R. Pinson 

It is important that we have a correct 
view of God, for incorrect ideas of God 
lead to other incorrect religious beliefs, 
affect personal character, and some- 
times the national character. 

The being of God is a mystery. Many 
questions may be raised about God. Is 
there a God? Is God a personal being? 
How does God exist? Can we know God? 

To these questions many others may be 
added. 

I. IS THERE A GOD? 

The reality of God is assumed by the 
Bible. It assumes that God lives. We 
do not need to argue that there is a God. 
Furthermore, Christian experience 
confirms the Bible assumptionof God’s 
existence.. 

To the Christian the teachings of the 
Bible, confirmed by his personal ex- 
periences, are sufficient for his faith 
in an infinite self-existent God. Even 
many unregenerate persons will ack- 
nowledge a historical belief in God. 
But, to the Atheist and Agnostic who 
deny the existence or a personal knowl- 
edge of God, and who do not believe the 
Bible, other arguments must be fur- 
nished. Various proofs outside of the 
Bible and Christian experience exist. 

There are several arguments which 
show sufficient evidence of God's exis- 
tence. The first argument is that of 
cause or from existence to cause of 
existence. Every fact or effect must 
have its adequate cause either within or 
without itself. There are effects in the 
universe which have no adequate cause, 
either in themselves or in the universe. 
Therefore, there must be an. adequate 
cause for their existence in some being 
without, who is the cause of all things. 

A second argument is that of design. 
There are marks in all nature of an in- 
telligent purpose. The laws of this un- 
iverse move and act with absolute accu- 
racy and precision. The universe has 
design; the sun, the moon, the stars 
have design; the earth and its contents 
have design. There can be no law with- 
out a law-giver, no poetry without a 
poet, no music without a musician, and 
no design without a de singer. The in- 
ference is that behind all design there • 
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is a designer who is a Supreme Being, 
God. 

Another argument is the one from 
man’s mental and moral disposition. 
The spiritual and moral nature of man 
is itself a convincing indication of the 
existence of a greater nature of the 
same kind. Man has a conscience of 
right and wrong. He is a rational being. 
Can any rational mind really believe 
that such beings as we are could have 
come into existence by chance or by the 
evolution of matter? 

II. IS GOD A PERSONAL BEING? 

God is a personal being. He deter- 
mines his own cause and has the power 
to determine all things. He exercises 
his infinite will as he makes choice. He 
manifests his emotions as he loves a 
lost world. He exercises his infinite 
mind as he knows all things. 

The fact that God is spirit also in- 
volves his personality. A spirit is an 
intelligent and moral being capable of 
determining the cause of his life. 

Christian experience adds a word of 
support. God gives us sufficient proof 
of his love, provides for us, gives us 
counsel, answers prayer, and gives us 
tasks to perform. We love him, trust 
in him, seek his counsel, pray to him, 
and worship him. That experience can 
only come between persons. If God 
were less than a person there could be 
no Christian experience. 

III. HOW DOES GOD EXIST ? 

If we have to assume that material 
things exist without cause we still must 
begin with assumption. It is far more 
reasonable to assume the self-existence 
of an intelligent mind than of lifeless 
matter. When God appeared to Moses 
at the burning bush and Moses asked his

name, God said, M I Am that I Am. " In 
the first verse of Genesis and in the 
first eighteen verses of the gospel ac- 
cording to John the existence of God is 
implied. Thus God never began to be 
and will' never cease to be, but he is 
eternally self-existent. The reason of 
his being lies wholly in himself. He is 
from everlasting to everlasting. We 
must assume a first cause or no cause. 
If we deny God we must assume the un- 
caused existence of matter. Nothing 
occurs without a cause. 

Derived existence must have its ul- 
timate origin in that which is self-ex- 
istent. Every effect must have its 
cause. Being the First Cause of all 
things he is himself uncaused. 

IV. HOW CAlN WE KNOW GOD? 

The possibility of knowing God has 
been denied on several grounds. Al- 
though it is true that man can never 
fully understand God, it does not follow 
that man can have no knowledge of him 
at all. Man can know God only in part, 
but nevertheless with a knowledge which 
is real and true. 

Our knowledge of God is twofold: in- 
tuitive and acquired. Man has an inborn 
knowledge of God. This does not mean 
that he has a natural capacity to know 
God, nor does it mean that man is born 
with a certain knowledge of God. It 
simply means that normally a certain 


knowledge of God naturally develops 
in man. 

In addition to this inborn knowledge 
of God man acquires knowledge of him, 
but this knowledge is not obtained with- 
out efforts on man's part. This knowl- 
edge is possible only because man is 
born with a capacity to know God. Ac- 
quired knowledge is gathered from his 
Word, from nature, from experience, 
and from Providence.

TOURING THE 
BIBLE LANDS

II. THE TWO BIBLE CITIES IN GREECE 

(In the first installment, the trip related events 
from New York to Rome. ) 

May I briefly relate the visit to Naples. The 
trip was along the old Appian Way which Paul 
traveled. We saw much of the ruins of World War 
II; if you will remember, many Americans lost their 
lives in this section of Italy. Any American would 
be proud of the cemeteries in Southern Italy which 
we saw. This is contrary to other reports I have 
heard. 

In Naples we visited the National Museum, 
which contains one of the world's most important 
collections of art. One has to be careful about the 
guides here. I believe it is best to take the tour 
alone. Sew flaps on your pockets; that is what 
the natives do here, and in Rome. 

We traveled next to Pompeii by breath-taking 
Vesuvius, an active volcano. We had our meal 
served to us in one of the many open-air cafes; 
this one was across the street from the entrance 
to the ruins of Pompeii. Pompeii is rich in history 
and one needs almost a whole day for it and Her- 
culaneum. These two cities were buried and ob- 
literated in 79 A. D. as the result of the eruption 
of nearby Vesuvius. They were not excavated until 
about 1860, uncovering for the world a Roman city 
of the New Testament days. In Pompeii more tfian 
4,500 skeletons have been found in the houses (still 
preserved), baths, and streets; a still higher number 
of the inhabitants died while seeking safety on the 
highways and the seashores. 

Nearby Herculaneum experienced similar devas- 
tation and is equally as rewarding as Pompeii but 
not so highly advertised. Some papyrus manuscripts 
have been discovered here which have helped Bible 
scholars understand New Testament days much 
better. 

The beautiful Bay of Naples should be seen both 
at day and night. If you go and can take a meal on 
the waterfront, you will be pleased indeed. 

We went back to Rome and on to our next stop. 
We flew to Athens in a British Overseas Air Lines 
plane. It was a new jet-propelled job and was a 
rich experience for us. I told the pilot they were 
about as good as American pilots- -they laughed! 
I got a good look at the new cockpit. Amazing! 

The countries, bodies of water, and all the 
lovely scenery one flies over is unbelievably beau- 
tiful from 5,000 ft. to 18,000 ft. in God's great 
open spaces. 

The Greeks had just devalued their money- - 
30,000 drachmas for $1.00 (U. S. A.). On top of 
this, the places of business had not marked up their 
prices. We had a good time spending what little 
money we had. 

Next to the Swiss, we liked the Greek people. 
They are a dependable, hard-working, proud peo- 


ple, having many old-fashioned ways of their 
ancient ancestors. They are not as progressive 
as one might wish, but their country has been torn 
by wars and they have been robbed of their econo- 
mic resources. 

The Greek Parthenon, the temple of Athena, 
called "The Virgin, " on the Acropolis at Athens, 
is exquisitely located and predominates in view 
all other parts of the city of Athens. This tem- 
ple is rich in historical notes down through time, 
some wicked and vile, and some sentimental and 
useful. 

Mars Hill, the Areopagus, is a hill west of the 
Parthenon. In ancient Athens, it was the seat of 
the highest court of their ancient city. Therefore, 
when Paul's "spirit was stirred within him, when 
he saw the city wholly given to idolatry , " he 
preached to this august body about Jesus and the 
resurrection from the dead. 

From Athens we journeyed to Corinth (the New 
Testament church to whom Paul wrote letters.) It 
is wholly in ruins. A new city nearby bears the 
old name, but it has no resemblance to the old 
city of Corinth. On our way to the city, we stopped 
outside the city of Athens at the ruins of an old 
city (Eleusis) associated with Eleusinian religion 
which is supposed to have had many secrets and 
mysteries not now known to mankind; however, at 
one time it became a part of the state religion of 
Athens. An old olive tree, an early Greek Church, 
and the Corinthian Canal on this road are well worth 
a stop and a picture. The drive around the bay is 
restful and rewarding. It is good for New Testament 
Christians to see Corinth, but it lies in ruins and 
probably only the archaeologists would spend much 
time there. 

We traveled late in the afternoon to an old Myce- 
naean city in the southern end of the Peloponnesian 
peninsula of Greece. This old city with its huge 
gate, fortress- like castle on the side of the moun- 
tain was beaua. 1 to behold. Its tremendously 
large tombs (one like the dome of the Pantheon in 
Rome) date about 1500 B. C. to 1100 B. C.

Last With Support 

It was pointed out that Clarke College, ranking 
second in enrollment among educational institu- 
tions supported by the Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention, is at the foot of the list in financial aid 
by the state Baptists. 

The most urgent needs are listed as $100,000 
for a new men's dormitory and a $250, 000 endow- 
ment. Already there is approximately $20, 000 in 
cash and subscriptions for the new building. 

Dr. W. E. Greene, president, under whose 
leadership the college has made such rapid growth 
in enrollment, states that sufficient money is on 
hand to begin work on completing a girl's dormi- 
tory and gymnasium. 

As to endowment, the president states that 
Clarke has only $20,000 compared to $1 million 
for Mississippi College and approximately a half 
million dollars each for Blue Mountain College and 
Mississippi Woman's College. 

Another appalling need was outlined as a loan 
to aid worthy students, it being pointed out that at 
present, as in the past, the Newton institution has 
made special effort to aid worthy students obtain 
schooling who are not financially able to make it 
on their own. " 

Baptist Leaders Present 

Tuesday's gathering saw Baptist leaders, both 
pastors and laymen, in large numbers, present and 
(Ed. Note: Something was omitted here) hear the 


story of Clarke's contribution to the religious and 
educational life of the state. 

Most distinguished alumnus present was Con- 
gressman Arthur Winstead who was the principal 
speaker. He was introduced by Duke Thornton, 
editor of the Neshoba County Democrat, also a gra- 
duate of the school. 

In an inspiring speech, the congressman ex- 
pressed his appreciation for the part the college 
had played in his life as well as to the religious 
life of the state. 

Winstead stressed the opinion that, "if the world 
is to be saved from world wide conflict it will be 
saved through Christian influence. " 

He expressed dismay that there is so much 
confusion today over the world situation, and while 
declaring that he is no authority on the world situa- 
tion, expressed the belief that there will be no 
world wide conflict in the near future. 

This, the speaker attributed to world fear of 
America's atomic might. 

Optimistic On Peace 

Winstead spoke of the Korean truce as the end 
of a stalemate war, with victory on neither side, 
and while stating that "anything might happen in 
the world situation, if we strive as Christian peo- 
ple for a better understanding we can have a war- 
less world. " 

Dr. O. P. Moore, director of public relations at 
Clarke, was master of ceremonies. A band concert 
by the Newton High School band opened the program. 
The invocation was said by the Rev. R. T. Leavell, 
pastor of the Newton Baptist Church. Mayor E. L. 
Clark welcomed visitors on behalf of the city of 
Newton and Dr. Greene on behalf of the college. 
The response was by Dr. Dorris Rivers, professor 
of sociology at Mississippi State College, a former 
Clarke student. 

One of the interesting sidelights was singing by 
the Clarke College quartet of 1913, composed of 
J. F. Evans, Jackson realtor; the Rev. Roy C. 
Brigance, Gloster pastor; Joseph J. Flynt, Memphis 
business man; Dr. W. H. Sumrall, dean of the 
Graduate School at Mississippi Southern College. 
The accompanist was Washington Lee, Hancock 
County. It was the first reunion of the singers 
since 1928 and by vote of the audience they agreed 
Tuesday to hold annual reunions at the college in 
the fall of each year in the future. 

Alumni To Work 

The Rev. Grady Smith, Laurel, pastor of Sharon 
Baptist Church, president of the Clarke Fellowship 
Association (alumni association) spoke on the ur- 
gent needs for the Clarke endowment and called 
for a meeting of the association at the college 
November 12. 

Among other former students and supporters of 
the college who spoke were the Rev. S. W. Valen- 
tine, pastor of Southside Baptist Church, Jackson; 
W. L. McMullan, Newton business man and Clarke 
trustee; Dr. Sumrall and Artis Brewer.

Frankfurt, Germany, February 3 — Technical 
sergeant Virgil Heflin, USAF, of Jackson, Missis- 
sippi, has been awarded a bronze clasp with first 
and second loops to his Good Conduct Medal for 
having demonstrated exemplary behavior, effi- 
ciency and fidelity for the period 16 October 1947 
to 15 October 1953, it was announced here today 
at Headquarters, U. S. European Command. 

Sergeant Heflin, who lives at 514 Rose Street, 
Jackson, attended Clarke Memorial College, New- 
ton, before joining the Navy in December, 1942. 
He served in both the Pacific and Atlantic before 
being discharged at the end of World War II.

He came to Germany last September and is a 
management technician with the Comptroller of the 
Headquarters.

you 'to death.' The babies are taught "baksheesh" 
before they are taught "daddy or mamma, " I believe. 
They all have the notion that all Americans are 
millionaires. One boy asked for $100. 00. 

Part of our group (for various reasons) went on 
to Jerusalem while the GMC bus made a long dan- 
gerous trip to Petra. I went with five lovely ladies 
to Jerusalem by taxi. _ 

The trip was made in a '48 Chrysler. Down, 
down, we traveled, wandering around curves, 
through valley hamlets until we came to the lowest 
place on earth- -the Dead Sea (Salt Sea), which is 
1292 feet below sea level. We stopped at the 
General Allenby bridge and got some bottles of 
Jordan river water. A guide helped one of the 
ladies and sprinkled her, thinking that was what 
would please her. He did not know she was a 
Baptist! 

Jericho is right ahead going upward to Jerusalem. 
I had often dreamed of this site at Jericho. Here 
we were in Old Testament Jericho ruins. Recent 
excavations were made and are described in the 
December, '53, issue of the National Geographic 
Magazine . 

The temperature on June 1st here was above 
100, and the wind made it worse. We worked our 
way around the mounds and diggings hurriedly. 
Then, after seeing modern Jericho, we traveled 
upward some 1200 feet to Jerusalem. It is truly 
'a city set upon a hill' and it can be seen on a clear 
day from 26 miles away. It certainly would have 
been no trouble for Moses on Mt. Nebo to see much 
of the Ptomised Land. The high eastern tableland 


makes that possible. It was a real thrill to observe 
these facts when we flew over this area later. 

At die Jericho site I walked between die two 
walls that had been excavated which date about the 
time of Joshua's attack on it. Two burned -over 
layers were present showing the city had been 
burned according to the Scriptures. Many odier 
confirming evidences sustained the Mars ton Theory 
of its destruction. 

On the winding road upward we stopped at the 
Samaritan Inn, as it is called. We passed through 
Bethany on the southeast side of Olivet and then 
before our eyes for the first time we saw Jerusalem. 
Jesus saw it from the same area when he wept and 
cried out saying, "O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, that 
killeth the prophets, and stoneth them that are sent 
unto her!"

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KNOWING 
THE SCRIPTURES

Important Events in the 
Life of Simon Peter 

Because of the fascination that a study of the 
life of Simon Peter has for myself, I have in mind 
to write a few articles about that great apostle. 

I do not believe that Peter was the first Pope of 
the Roman Catholic Church, and I am sure he does 
not sit at the gate of Heaven to decide who can pass 
on through the pearly gate into the city of eternal 
joy and who must be turned away. But as the preacher 
on the Pentecost occasion and laborer in the Jerusa- 
lem Church, he did more that was pleasing to the 
Lord Jesus than all the Roman popes combined; and, 
making use of keys of the Kingdom of Heaven en- 
trusted first to him, he opened the doors of the King- 
dom to thousands who dared to trust themselves to 
the Saviour and pointed the way for faithful Gospel 
preachers and witnesses to the saving power of Jesus 
to use the same keys for opening the doors to mil- 
lions. 

But the greatest day in Peter's life was not the 
Day of Pentecost when he preached with such mar- 
velous power, or the day when Jesus promised him 
the Kingdom's keys, or the day when he healed the 
lame man, or when he raised Dorcas, or the day 
when he confounded Sanhedrin with his boldness, or 
either of the days when he was delivered from pri- 
son. It was the day when in response to the chal- 
lenge of his brother, he came to meet Jesus per- 
sonally. The greatest day in the lives of most of us 
was when we came under the influence of some great 
person. If that person was the Lord Jesus, this 
statement is more than doubly true. 

But we often forget to inquire how it was that 
Simon responded so readily to the announcement 
of Andrew that "We have found the Messiah," or 
Why, on meeting Jesus, he was so captivated by the 
new acquaintance as to follow Him to Cana, and in 
a few days back to Judea and to Jerusalem for the 
Passover. To be sure, at that time "the people were 
in expectation, and all men mused in their hearts 
of John, whether he were the Christ or not." But 
many people met Jesus and were not so impressed 
by Him. 

Whatever else prepared Simon, the fisherman, for 
his impressive meeting with Jesus, we must ascribe 
some weight to the preaching and influence of John 
the Baptist. Simon- -and most probably all the part- 
ners, Simon and Andrew, James and John- -had spent 
some time in John the Baptist's camp meeting. They 
surely were so moved by the preaching that they had 
submitted to John's baptism. (From Acts 1:22 it 
appears that all the apostles had been converts of 
John's and that that experience was made a neces- 
sary qualification of the successor to Judas.) John's 
preaching, like that of most of the Old Testament 
prophets, was calculated to arouse a consciousness

of sin and produce pungent conviction and to insp* 
a hearty repentance. John also fed the expectati 
of the people by his promise of the nearness of the 
imminent appearance of the mightier One, doubtless 
to be the King in the coming Kingdom, who like a 
winnower of grain would go about to separate the 
good from the bad in the world, and would baptize- - 
completely submerge- -people in the power and 
person of the Holy Spirit. 

It was while Simon was under the spell of this 
preaching and the repentance revival aroused by the 
preacher that he heard from Andrew: "We have found 
the Messiah." Without too much argument- -if any 
at all --he accompanied his brother into the presence 
of Jesus. Likely he was startled by the prophecy 
with which the Host greeted him: "You are Simon, 
Jona's son. You are going to be called a rock." 
(Heb. 'Cephas', Gr. Peter.) Did this Messiah look 
down into Simon's heart and see how hard-headed 
he was? We wonder if he had stoutly held out until 
a short time before against die preaching of the 
fiery Baptist. 

We do not know what else was said that day, 
but Simon was never the same as he had been. The 
rugged fisherman of the Sea of Galilee was on the 
way toward becoming Peter the Apostle.

ANNIVERSARY OFFERING 
GROWS 


The Fiftieth Anniversary offering 
has brought in thus far 315 units of 
$50 each with a total of $15,757. Thus 
we are almost one-third of the way 
to the goal set by the Trustees. Con- 
tributions and pledges are still com- 
ing in. We have reason to believe that 
hundreds of other friends of the 
college have had the impulse to give 
to this cause and that we may expect 
the total to keep on climbing. All 
members of the administrative staff 
and faculty have made gifts or pledg- 
es, as well as many friends of New- 
ton. 

There is much variety in the gifts 
that have come in. Some have come 
from churches and other groups, as 
well as from individuals. In amount 
the gifts have ranged from one dol- 
lar to six thousand dollars. Thirteen 
were above $100, Of the 65 gifts for 
$100 or less, 14 of these were for $100 
and 27 were for]$50. 

As to the time schedule there has 
been much variety also. Some have 
made it a spot cash transaction, while 
others have committed themselves to 
give by the month or quarter over a 
year or more. 

Some gifts have been in the form 
of investment securities such as stock 
in Building and Loan Funds or other 
business concerns, which are very 


acceptable, since the Endowment is a 
vital objective in the offering.

Then in talking to a friend, I 
learned that if I went to an approv- 
ed college to get my pre-nursing 
courses, I would have an advantage 
over the students who went straight 
from high school for I would learn 
better how to study and how to un- 
derstand instructions. Also, it seems 
that students who have had college 
work benefit just by living on a col- 
lege campus. 

If you decide to go to college for 
your pre-nursing courses, let me sug- 


gest that you come to Clarke Mem- 
orial College. Here you can get the 
things you would miss if you go 
straight to nurses’ training. For one 
thing, you take other subjects, such 
as music, Bible, speech, and com- 
merce that you will enjoy. And, of 
course, Clarke has a fully accepted 
pre-nursing program. These extra 
subjects help to develop a fuller per- 
sonality for they have cultural value. 

Another reason for suggesting 
Clarke is that your friendship circle 
will grow large and you will have 
lasting friends. Even the teachers 
are your friends as well as the stu- 
dents. And here you may have happy 
dating experiences because you have 
the best chance to date Christian boys 
of any place I know. 

The most important reason to me 
is that we feef the presence of the 
Holy Spirit in Our student body, and 
being here you will want to grow 
spiritually as well as intellectually.

IN MEMCRIAM 

Two fatal automobile accidents just a few weeks apart recently 
claimed the lives of two outstanding Clarke College alumni, Ila Ruth 
Jennings Bruffey and Mary Ruth Mangum, from the same graduating 
class — the class of 1955. Then in widely separated areas there sprang 
up spontaneous movements to extend the inspiration and usefulness of 
these two beautiful young lives through memorial scholarships estab- 
lished in their memory. 

ILA RUTH JENNINGS BRUFFEY 

Mrs. Clifford Bruffey, (Ila Ruth Jennings), died as a result of an 
automobile wreck near Sidon, Miss., July, 1960. After finishing Clarke 
in 1955 she attended Baylor University, California Baptist College, and 
Gallaudet College for the Deaf. Just a few weeks before her death she 
was married to Clifford Bruffey and they were serving as missionaries 
to the deaf in Jackson, Miss. 

Ila Ruth quickly endeared herself to all of the students at Clarke 
College and quietly influenced many of them to want to learn to com- 
municate effectively with any deaf person. The beauty of her features 
$as superseded only by the beauty of her spirit. She was a winsome 
Christian personality. By the close of her sophomore year she had won 
the coveted honor of Miss Clarke College. 

She was the first deaf person to serve on the staff of Ridgecrest 
Baptist Assembly. In 1959 she was awarded a one year scholarship at 
Gallaudet College for the Deaf by the staffers as they gave their Christ- 
mas in July offering. This year when the sad message of Ila Ruth’s go- 
ing came to the staffers, there immediately began a movement to pro- 
vide a scholarship in her memory, and $1,100 of the Christmas in July 
offering was designated to provide a scholarship for two years for a deaf 
student at Gallaudet.

After receiving a degree from MSCW, she began her teaching 
career at Pearl River Junior College at Poplarville, Miss. Then follow- 
ed more study as she did advanced work at Miss. Southern while con- 
tinuing her teaching at the junior college. Just before beginning her 
second year of teaching, the fatal accident occurred. 

Upon receiving news of Mary Ruth’s death, many people began to 
think in terms of establishing a scholarship at Clarke College in her 
memory. Dr. O. P. Moore of the Clarke faculty had known this fine 
family for many years, was their pastor when Mr. and Mrs. Mangum 
were married and performed their ceremony. Also, he baptized Mr. 
Mangum and had known Mary Ruth all her life. He and Mrs. Moore 
began the scholarship fund with a personal gift. Others on the staff 
and faculty, members of the family, members of the 1955 class, and 
many other friends have indicated that they want to contribute toward 
this memorial and already approximately $200 has been promised. 

If the fund grows to a sufficient amount for the earnings to pro- 
vide a scholarship each year, it will become a part of the permanent 
endowment and only the interest will be used. Otherwise, the principal 
will be used to provide scholarships for several choice students at 
Clarke during the next few years. In either case, the life of this charm- 
ing young woman will be extended through many years through the 
lives of other young people helped by the fund and inspired by her 
noble Christian character. 
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BOARD OF TRUSTEES ADOPT 
MILLION DOLLAR EXPANSION PROGRAM 

The Board of Trustees of Clarke Memorial College has 
adopted a million dollar program of expansion for the college, 
--‘'‘the most ambitious program in Clarke’s 53 year history. 
Setting a goal of $750, 00J for buildings and campus develop- 
ment and an additional $250,000 for endowment, the Trustees 
expressed their confidence in a great future for the school. 
The Executive Committee of the Board will serve as the Steer- 
ing Committee for the “Greater Clarke College Campaign,” 
and they are at work enlisting 




the other committees and pre- 
paring for the main campaign 
which will be conducted dur- 
ing the latter half of 1961. 

The quarter-million endowment 
goal if reached will more than 
double the present endowment of 
$211,000 and will bring this 
amount close to half a million dol- 
lars. The Endowment Fund has 
been increased by approximately 
$30,000 in contributions and be- 
quests during the past year, a 
growth of 17%. Bequests from 
other estates which are in the 
process of being settled will bring 


a still larger increase. 

The major portion of the “Great- 
er Clarke College Expansion Pro- 
gram, $750,000, is for buildings 
and other physical provisions for 
the educational work of the school. 
Toward this goal there will come 
from the Cooperative Program of 
the Mississippi Baptist Convention 
$120,000 which is the portion allo- 
cated to Clarke from the new 5 
year program of the Convention 
for the Capital Needs of its four 
colleges. The Trustees adopted 
the following projects, together 
with a tentative time schedule for 
their completion:
